HOW TO MAKE A BEAUTIFUL LAWN. 


A beautiful lawn, with its close velvety 
turf, is a most esesntial feature in the 
adornment of a home.; Without it the 
finest flowering plants and beds seem 
out of place, while with it handsome 
grounds are assured, and even with no 
adornment. 

Some gardeners still continue the ex- 
pensive plan of sodding because of its 
quicker effects: but it is generally ad- 
mitted that a turf formed by seeding is 
far more compact and durable. In pre- 
paring the soil for a perfect lown, it 
must not be forgotten that as much care 
should be exercised as for vegetables, 
flowers or any other garden crop. The 
ground should be thoroughly plowed or 
dug to a depth of at least a foot, and 
enriched if necessary with a liberal ap- 
plication of Lawn Ferterlizer. The best 
time for sowing is in spring, from March 
to June; or in the autumn, from August 
After sowing, 
the ground should be thoroughly rolled 
and “firmed,” which will greatly aid in 
the germination of the seed.

Let us remind you that flower seeds, being for the most part very small in 
size, require extra precaution in the preparation of the soil, depth of planting 
and protection from the cold and wet. Do not as a rule plant in the open ground 
ing, the soil should be made very fine andbefore the middle of May. Before plant 
be well enriched. Then seed the size of Sweet Peas may be planted two inches 
deep, and the smallest seed should be planted barely under the surface, having 
the earth sifted over them and slightly packed with the hand, or a strip of board 
pressed upon it. Thin out the plants when they have aitained the height of two 
inches.
